SUBJECT: Near East and[ =| Photography 


1. At a meeting of the Ad Hoc Requirements Committee on 
Friday, 31 August, 1 explained the current operations in the Near East 
and the arrangements for making the flim available toL___—i| and that, ae 
soon as possible thereafter, reproduction and dissemination of the material 
would be in the TALENT channels, 


2, There was aleo 5 discussion regardin and it 25%! 
was recslled that at my suggestion w ent directiy 
to the Army, Navy and Air Force as to their raquirements for photo- 
graphy incident to training missions over {friendly territery. The 
discuasion which followed revealed many problems which would arise 
by the diseemination of this material outeide the TALENT System inciuding 
deduced altitude and origin particularly in view of the Soviet protest, These 
problems wore highlighted by the observation that at many levels and with 
no difficulty the Air Force teday is capable of making most of such photo- 
graphy at will and without these complications, 


3, Taking all of these things into account it wae the consensus of 
the Committee that I transmit to you their view that the agencies were 
not requesting training flights be taken in order to obtain photography in 
keeping with the requirements previously levied, that it would be wisest 
to put such photography as was made in training flights into decp freese with 
HTAUTOMAT and that releasing the material through whatever system be 
a matter for decision at such me as a real need arose.
